At the outset. Applicant would like to thank the Examiner and his Supervisor for the 



courtesies extended their counsel and the Applicant during a telephone interview conducted 
on January 11, 2001. During the telephone interview, the newly cited reference, U.S. Patent 



No. 6,069,954 to Moreau was discussed. 

In the Office Action, Claims 34 and 37-40 were objected to due to several 
informalities. Applicant has amended Claims 34 and 37 to overcome these objections. 
Reconsideration of the objections to these claims is respectfully solicited. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has noted allowable subject matter in Claims 5-10, 
12-16, 18, 21-24 and 36-40. Claim 1 has been amended to include the allowable subject 
matter of Claim 5. Claim 30 has been amended to include the allowable subject matter of 
Claim 10. By this Amendment, Applicant has also added new Claims 41-43 which includes 
the allowable subject matter of the combination of Claims 1 and 10. Accordingly, 
independent Claims 1 and 30 and the claims that depend therefrom as well as new Claim 41 
should be in condition for allowance. 
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In view of the telephone interview and the amendments and remarks set forth herein, 
Applicant respectfully submits that each of Claims 1-24, 30-32, and 34-43 are in condition for 
allowance.
